Blue Chip Plants I O acres of trees 
to celebrate new green data' centre 


A Bedfordshire company has put green 
technology at the heart of its business to 
create one of Europe's most energy 
efficient data centre's. The business has 
joined forces with the counties foremost 
environmental regeneration project. 

Blue Chip the IT service specialist's launches a 
unique partnership with the Marston Vale 
Trust, together they have set out a shared 
vision to plant up to 3/4 million trees within 
new community woodlands across the Forest 
of Marston Vale 

This is the latest in a series of green 
enterprises for Blue Chip that began in 2009 
with the award of a £500,000 grant from the 
Carbon Trust to invest in their new data 
centre. The result is a 25,000 sq ft facility on a 
5 acre site and is one of the most energy 
efficient data centre's in Europe. 


"Achieving massive energy savings through 
green technology has allowed us to 
dramatically reduce our carbon footprint 
and this partnership means we can now 
go even further, "said Brian Meredith, 
Managing Director of Blue Chip. 

Blue Chip has calculated that planting 2000 
mature trees will compensate for the carbon 
generated from the operation of each server 
rack at its data centre. For the next 10 years 
Blue Chip will ensure that more trees take 
root each time a new rack is commissioned . 

Box Clever, the largest TV rental company in 
the UK recently became a hosted client in 
the data centre. To celebrate, the Bedford- 
based company joined Blue Chip and the 
Forest of Marston Vale to launch the new 
partnership and announce plans to plant the 


first 2000 trees in Shocott Spring, which will 
cover 10 acres in the Marston Vale Trust's 
new woodland between Shortstown and 
Cotton End.
